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Britain On Top 


MAGNIFICENT victory to Britain has been the premier award in this year's 

Monte Carlo Rally, one of the most gruelling in the series that has ever taken 

place, and, as if to emphasize that this was ne whim of fancy on the part of 
chance, second place was also lifted by a British car, and of the first six cars five 
were British. Never previously—not even in 1931, when a British car and driver 
last won the rally as a whole—has this country stood so well in the final results. We 
heartily congratulate the manufacturers concerned, and equally heartily the crews 
of the winning cars; for this year’s event was very much a matter for the men as 
well as for the machines. 

The story of the rally, which appears in this issue, makes it clear beyond doubt 
that cars, drivers and navigators were tested to the utmost by weather that bordered 
on the freakish in its wintriness, even for late January. Moreover, it became genuinely 
freakish in depositing snow within sight of Monte Carlo, rendering the regularity 
test a raliy in miniature, for predetermined navigational charts were nullified by a 
treacherous surface which induced excessive wheelspin, and kilometre posts were 
obliterated, with the result that crews were forced to use their resourcefulness in 
improvising the means of getting their cars round the circuit to time; and that is 
exactly what happened also on the gruelling road section of the rally, in which so 
many unusual predicaments intervened. 

It is a pity that even the most characteristic story cannot convey the hardships 
that attend the rally journey in conditions such as those of this year’s. But the fact 
that drivers must travel as fast as possible for hundreds of miles over surfaces of snow 
and ice on which it is frequently difficult to stand, and that they must climb mountain 
passes on which a stop means failure to get away again owing to wheelspin, is some 
indication of the technique and grit required. 

Britain may well be proud of her cars and drivers, for such conditions are not 
commonly encountered in their own country. 


Brake Fade 


HE phenomenon of brake fade bids fair to rival the overs and unders of 
steering as a subject of contemporary motoring chatter, for the higher speeds 
of modern cars, coupled with their all-enclosed styling, have brought the 

subject into prominence. The continual braking enforced by the winding and 
crowded roads of Britain can lead to the deterioration of the friction in the drums 
of a fast car in the hands of a purposeful driver. With much greater severity does 
the problem present itself in high-speed mountain motoring. As we do not sub- 
scribe to the notion that braking should not be regarded as an integral part of 
a car’s performance, we feel that this possibility of failure should be eliminated. 

Readers are familiar with the theory of brake fading. It is believed that the 
intense heat generated by the friction between drum and lining leads to the melting 
of certain constituents of the linings, with the result that they act as a lubricating 
film between the contact surfaces. Recent experiments by the Motor Industry 
Research Association tend to support this theory; they were described in the 
December 14 issue of this journal. As the extreme temperature of about 300 degrees 
Centigrade was that at which the liquefaction was believed to take place, linings 
were baked at that temperature for half an hour before use. A weight loss of 
from 4 to 8 per cent took place, tending to show that some constituent had evaporated. 
and the heat-treated linings showed no signs of fade either in the laboratory or on the 
road, suggesting that the missing constituent was the “lubricant.” Like all scientific 
bodies, M.LR.A. are not yet asserting positively that the solution of brake fade is at 
hand, but it is very encouraging to find that the problem has been tackled, and that 
such promising results were forthcoming.

tinually for greater rigidity in the main structure. 

The old type of framework upon which cars were 
built, using an open-section frame, was convenient for 
attaching cross-members, brackets and the various 
mechanical units, but when travelling over uneven sur- 
faces different sprung parts of the car indulged in consicer- 
able relative motion. To some extent this movement was 
kept within reasonable bounds, especially at the front end, 
by bolting the engine solidly to the frame, thereby imparting 
a certain amount of torsional stiffness to it by reason of the 
inherent stiffness of the crankcase casting. 

With the arrival of flexibly mounted engines in the search 
for smoother travel it was found necessary to increase the 
torsional rigidity of the front of the frame to an extent con- 
sidered hardly possible in those days. This inability pro- 
duced such things as front axle tramp and shimmy, and 


Te modern trend in car construction is to strive con- 


radiator and scuttle shake; it generally resulted in a struc- 
ture that did not feel to be very controllable. It is not 
intended to convey the impression that torsional rigidity 
is the only rigidity of importance in the main structure, 
for beam stiffness and sideways stiffness are just as essen- 
tial, but it so happens that torsional stiffness is much harder 
to attain than the others. Further, in the search for this 
much desired torsional rigidity the other forms of stiffness 
automatically arrive without any special striving. 

One obvious line of development was to make use oi the 
body of the car and to design it so that it carried its share 
of the loading, and this principle was extended gradually 
until the frame itself disappeared, leaving only slight traces, 
and the modern integral pressed-steel shell was the result. 
Some idea of the potentiality of this sort of design can be 
obtained from Fig. 1. Length for length the two members 
illustrated have equal torsional stiffness, but (a) weighs over

23 times as much as (b), which is the ideal equivalent of the

modern body-chassis shell. 

In practice this potential stiffness cannot be realized be- 
cause both sides of the box (b) have to be almost entirely 
removed in order to allow space for the doors, while the 
top may have to be cut about to provide a sunshine roof. 
Any efforts to restore the lost stiffness by strengthening the 
front or the rear are bound to be partially frustrated by 
having to provide further apertures for the windscreen and 
the rear window and possibly a luggage locker. 

However, it is not the purpose of this article to discuss 
the whys and wherefores of this type of construction and it 
is referred to in passing merely to illustrate the theme that 
the farther you can distribute the structural material from 
the axis Of twisting, the stiffer the structure will be. With 
either circular or square tubes the resistance to twisting is 
proportional to the cube of the dimensions, assuming a 
constant wall thickness, so that a 20in diameter tube has 
one thousand times the resistance of a 2in diameter tube. 


Three-dimensional Frames 


As stressed skin construction from pressings involves the 
use of very expensive dies ig its production, the smaller 
manufacturer and the “special” builder are compelled to 
seek alternative methods of producing rigid structures which 
are at the same time reasonably light. Over the past few 
years there has been an increasing interest shown in three- 
dimensional frames built up from small size tubing of either 
round or rectangular cross-section and of light gauge. 
The Aston Martin DB2, A.F.M., Buckler, Jaguar XK120C, 
Kieft, Kurtis, Nardi-Damese, and Veritas are examples 
which illustrate the growing popularity of this type of 
frame for competition purposes. 

The actual forces and stresses in a structure of this kind 
are accessible by mathematical methods, though not easily 
accessible, but the general philosophy of the design is 
amenable to common-sense reasoning. Unfortunately there 
are numerous examples built by enthusiastic amateurs 
which have not been controlled by any form of reasoning. 
It is only too easy to weld up a forest of tubes of such an

impressive appearance as to befog the analytical faculties 
whilst retaining the torsional stiffness of a piece of angle 
iron. 

The first step in approaching this problem logically is to 
consider what strains and distortions actually occur during 
twisting. Fig. 2 shows a short length of ordinary steel tube 
down the side of which is scribed a line. Now if a 
torque is applied, as indicated by the arrow, to the top of 
the tube while the bottom is fixed rigidly to the ground, the 
tube will twist and the line will take up the position 
shown dotted. If the tube were split, unrolled and 
beaten flat, it would appear as a plain rectangular sheet 
of metal, as shown in Fig. 3, and it is not difficult to see that 
the twisting distortion in Fig. 2 can be represented by the 
dotted lines in Fig. 3. In other words, when we try to twist 
a tube we are, in effect, trying to distort a rectangular sheet 
of metal into a lozenge-shaped parallelogram, hence the 
resistance to twisting that we experience. 

Exactly the same argument applies to a square tube 
as to a round one. As shown in Fig. 4, each of the four 
rectangular sides becomes distorted into a lozenge. In 
addition, of course, each rectangular side is twisted in the 
same sense as a propeller or fan blade is twisted, but it 
takes so little force to do this to a flat sheet of metal that 
this contribution to the total stiffness can be ignored. The 
stiffness is essentially the resistance to deformation of the 
rectangles in their own p ‘ 

This, however, is not true of any open 
section like a channel section—an angle, a 
top-hat section of a tube split longitudinally, 
where lozenging deformation no longer has 
to take place to any extent. In these instances 
it is only the propeller type or twisting that 

ovides the (low) resistance to torsion. Some 
idea of the differences to be expected can be 
obtained from Fig. 5, where the numbers 
represent the relative stiffness per unit length 
of the various sections illustrated. All four

are 4in square or 4in diameter by sin thick (approximately. 


8 s.w.g.) and the channel section is arbitrarily taken as 
having a stiffness of 1.00. It is interesting to note that the 
boxing in of a channel section increases its stiffness by 600 
times, whilst splitting a tube reduces its stiffness by nearly 
500 times. 

Before we leave the subject of channel sections and their 
relative weaknesses there is one other matter to consider, 
and that is the effect of end constraints. In Fig. 6 a piece ot 
channel is shown which has been twisted through a large 
angle, and it will be seen that the end face distorts in order 
to allow this twisting. Obviously if the end were butt- 
welded to a large, rigid plate it could not behave in this way 
at all and the whole structure would be enormously stiffened. 
Similarly, it could be joined to a box section in either of 
the ways shown in Fig. 7, both of which would counteract 
much of the weakness which is normal to this type of simple 
section 

Figs. 8(a) and 8(b) show how light tubular frameworks 
can be built up into structures which are essentially —— 
to the basic sections we have been considering. Fig. 8(a 
is equivalent to a channel section and is fundamentally use- 
less as a chassis frame because of its low torsional stiffness. 
Fig. 8(b), however, has had a few extra members added 
which make it the equivalent of a large square tube. We 
have shown that a section of this kind derives its stiffness 
from the resistance to lozenging of its rectangular sides and, 
although a rectangular frame of tubes has a fair measure of 
such resistance because of its welded joints, a diagonal 
bracing strut in each rectangle makes a tremendous improve- 
ment. 

Therefore we finish up with Fig. 9, which may be 
thought of as the ideal or basic structure and which can be 
found sometimes in aeroplane fuselages. 


Design Freedom for Racing 


The simplest kind of chassis frame, and the one that makes 
the least exacting demands on the designer, is that for a 
single-seater racing car, but even for this purpose the struc- 
ture shown in Fig. 9 is not entirely suitable without modifi- 
cations to permit the installation of the various components. 
Fitting the engine and the driver means the removal of some 
of the struts bracing the top side of the box, thus weakening 
the basic structure. Numerous other practical design points 
have to be considered as well. In a front-engined car the 
front bulkhead would be moved back to a point where it 
would support the rear of the gear box, and in a rear-engined 
car it would be positioned behind the driving seat, so that 
fundamentally these structures might assume the form of 
Fig 7(a) and (b) respectively. 

Further changes are needed to provide attachment points 
for the front and rear suspensions, and where in some 
cases the upper and lower frame side rails might converge 
to a single cross-member at the front, in others—for example, 
with double-wishbone i.f.s.—it would be convenient to keep 
them apart by the vertical distance between the upper and 
lower wishbones. The Kieft 500 is a very good example of 
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continued

the resulting structure and the bare chassis frame is 
illustrated in Fig. 10. 

Unfortunately, practical sports and touring cars present a 
more difficult problem because their occupants are not 
usually prepared to submit to the same degree of inconveni- 
ence as the racing driver, who is quite prepared to climb 
over the cockpit sides and remove the steering wheel in order 
to get into the car. The sports car owner who opens the 
door only to find a tubular structure inside resembling a 
five-barred gate is likely to rebel. The formation of the 
tubes has therefore to be confined to a very small depth 
beneath the bottom of the door or else the door has to be 
confined to a very small height above the tubes. In either 
case, although it is possible to have an immensely rigid 
scuttle structure (which may be manufactured as a steel 
pressing if desired) well braced to the front end of the 
chassis, and, if necessary, a fairly rigid rear end, there is 
usually a plane of weakness between the two which can be 
partly but not wholly alleviated by stiffening up the struc- 
tural members which pass through the part where the 
weakness lies. 

The resulting structure tends to look rather like that shown 
in Fig. 11 and although frames of this sort can be made 
sufficiently stiff, this is achieved only at the expense of 
additional weight. 

Actual experience suggests that a properly designed and 
constructed frame of exceptional rigidity for a single-seater 
racing car, of Formula 2 type, need weigh only 40 Ib 
and, with further development, even this could be reduced.

Naturally, this cannot apply to a touring or sports car, as 
has been shown, but it does give some idea of the basic possi- 
bilities of this type of construction. 

A more favourable solution is possible in the saloon or 
fixed-head coupé, where the structure can be continued 
through the roof without inconvenience to the occupants. 
A simplified frame for a coupé of this type might look some- 
thing like that shown in Fig. 12. This also has one point 
of weakness, namely the windscreen pillars, which have to 
transmit, by bending, the compression and torsional loads 
in the upper rails of the structure. Obviously it is necessary 
to use windscreen pillars of considerable size and put up 
with the resulting blind spot. The same difficulty and the 
same result are apparent with the pressed steel frameless 
type of construction. In the illustrations, for ease, all the 
tubes are shown of the same diameter, whereas in actual 
fact, and by calculation, some could be made smaller than 
others, depending on how much load they were called upon 
to carry. 


Fixture Trends 


Undoubtedly this multi-tube type of frame .is going to 
become very popular in the next few years and already 
renders obsolete the orthodox box section, or cruciform, or 
tubular chassis of the type pioneered in the German racing 
cars before the war, because of its much greater rigidity-to- 
weight ratio. One trend we may expect to see is the use of 
larger-diameter, thinner-gauge tubing, since the stiffness of a 
tube in both torsion and bending is proportional to the gauge 
thickness and the cube of its diameter for very thin-walled 
tubes. 


Suppose, then, we have a frame constructed of lin dia- 
meter tubes fin thick (10 s.w.g.). If we replaced all these: 
tubes with either 2in diameter sin (16 s.w.g.) tubes or with 


greatly weaken a similar structure, 
(Fig. 12, right) enables this 
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4in diameter ysin (21 s.w.g.) tubes, the total weight would 
remain precisely the same, but the stiffness of the tubes 
would be in the proportion 1:6:24, making allowance for 
the lin diameter tubing not being thin-walled within the 
meaning of the act. This tremendous gain in stiffness could 
be usefully used to lighten the structure considerably. 

There is a limit to the extent to which this process can be 
carried, obviously, because very thin metal may not develop 
its full nominal stiffness but may collapse by the formation 
of local wrinkles (known as elastic instability). Furthermore, 
it becomes difficult to mount such items as engine and sus- 
pension units unless the very thin walls are stiffened locally 
to prevent collapse at the points of attachment; also, corro- 
sion becomes a vital problem. Therefore the ideal is ob- 
tained by a compromise between the two factors, theory and 
practice. 

A further development in this type of frame might be the 
use of light-alloy tubes, although the advantages to be gained 
are quite surprisingly small owing to the fact that the in- 
herent rigidity of these materials, as measured by Young's 
modulus and the shear modulus, is reduced in almost the 
same ratio as the weight, relative to steel, for both aluminium 
and magnesium alloys. So if we replaced a steel frame by 
an aluminium one, all the dimensions remaining unchanged, 
the rigidity would be reduced to one third. By increasing

the tube wall thickness by a factor of three we should then 
restore both the stiffness and the weight and be back where 
we started, except for the additional disadvantage that light 
alloys are more difficult to weld. However, there are other 
aspects of this problem, and in some cases the increased 


wall thickness ht be a positive gain. 

In general, the light-gauge tubular space frame seems most 
suitable for the chassis of the future for limited production 
and will inevitably incorporate the body framework as part 
of the structural design. No doubt some of the steel body 
panelling will be welded to the frame to provide additional 
economy by elimination of unstressed material.

Tyre Pressures 
YRE pressures and load have pro- 
nounced effects on suspension in 
relation to speed, and I am sur- 
prised that the manufacturers are not 
more precise in their recommendations. 
It seems to me that the time has come 
for a small plate mounted in an obvi- 
ous place on which various pressures 
are recommended for load and speed.

The answer of the manufacturer, 
and of most owners, to this suggestion 
would be, I imagine, that if I like to 
fiddle with my pressures every ten 
minutes I am welcome, but that they 
can’t be bothered. Well and good, but 
that is an attitude towards motoring of 
which I cannot approve. It is all part 
of making the car usable by the moron 
(“It’s fine; it’s foolproof!”), and the 
fewer morons that cross my four- 
wheeled path the better. I maintain 
that the road is the place only for 
drivers of more than average intelli- 
gence and of proved ability.

with the new Pedestrian Crossing 
Regulations, and included in the

18 of the Road Traffic Act, 1934, and 
still in force.” 


Pedestrian crossings have come in for a 
great deal of strong and justified criticism 
from drivers because they cannot casily 
be seen after dark, and experiments are 
being made by the Road Research Labora- 
tory to discover an efficient method of 
overcoming this difficulry. The crossings 
on which the experiments are being made 
are in Lewisham, London. 

At ten crossings the beacons will be 
fitted with lamps so that the globes can 


(See 


be made to show either a steady or a 


flashing amber light. Both methods will 
be used in the experiment. Three of the 
crossings will be lit from above by mer- 
cury or sodium floodlights, and on one 
crossing amber traffic lights will be fitted 
to a post on an island in the middle of 
the road, and arranged to give a flashing 
light. Another method which would 
appear to hold considerable promise is the 
use of a road stud, similar to those used 
for aircraft runways, which projects 
slightly above the road surface and which 
is wired up to give cither a steady or a 
flashing light 

Black stripes on some of the crossings 
have been given special treatment which 
roughens them so that they show up 
darker and in greater contrast to the white 
stripes in street lighting. The results of 
these experiments, and the official action 
subsequently taken, will be awaited with 
keen iuterest, because there is no doubt 
that at present the pedestrian may be lulled 
by what may seem to him to be the ade- 
quacy of ordinary street lighting into a 
false sense of security. 


Panhard “Sprint”

Air Ferry Fares 


OR the fourth successive year Silver 
City Airways have reduced their fares 
for flying cacs across the Channel. The 
new rates include reductions of up to 20 
per cent on the 47-mile route between 
Lympne and Le Touquet, and comparable 
fares for the new 92-mile service between 
Southampton and Cherbourg. 
The smallest cars may now be flown to 


Le Touquet for £12, compared with £16 
last year. The biggest cars will cost £24 
for the single journey. The cost for the 
longer journey from Southampton to Cher- 
bourg will in each case be £3 more than 
the fare to Le Touquet

Canadian Problem 


LURING the past year The Autocar 

has from time to time recorded the 
adverse effect on sales of British cars in 
Canada by the credit purchase restrictions 
which were introduced in that country. 
Mr. William A. Wecker, president of 
General Motors of Canada, says that it 
is hoped that the current tax and credit 
restrictions may be modified, which would, 
of course, assist the sales of British cars. 
In May, before the restrictions, 39,000 
G.M. cars were built for sale in Canada 
and in October the number had fallen to 
22,000.

Action on Accidents 


THE Standing joint committee of the 
R.A.C,, A.A., and the R.S.AC. are 
taking some timely action to combat the 
present almost hysterical outburst against 
the motorist who is accused of being 
addieted to “the lure of speed” and so on. 

The committee is to press for a de- 
tailed amalysis giving much more factual 
information about the cause of individual 
road accidents. It is pointed out that 
although there has been an increase of 
some 212,000 vehicles on the road during 
the last twelve months, little or nothing 
has been done to improve the hundreds of 
“ black spots” where accidents continually 
occur and where they will inevitably go 
on occurring until positive remedies are 
applied. It is said that the nation-wide 
programme of road modernization, which 
is so urgently required, cannot be 
afforded. The committee asks the blunt 
question whether the country can afford 
the present rate of road accidents. 

It is suggested that the police should 
pay much more attention to dangerous 
and careless road behaviour by all sections 
of the community, and less time on purely 
technical offences on the part of drivers 
which have little or no bearing on safety. 


London-Cape Record

HOW SHOULD CHANGES OF DIRECTION BE SIGNALLED, BY SEMAPHORE 


OR FLASHING LIGHT? by A. G. DOUGLAS CLEASE, 


T appears that the whole question 
of mechanical signalling devices is 
receiving Official Attention. That 

is all to the good in one respect, because 
one type of signal is used in this 
country, another type in America, while 
both are in use on the Continent. 
There might easily arise therefore—in 
fact, it appears already to be arising— 
an uncertain legal situation similar to 
that which for so long bedevilled the 
users of utility-bodied cars. On the 
other hand there are, of course, sceptics 
who distrust any Official Attention be- 
cause they contend that it so often 
appears lacking in practical knowledge 
of the subject to which it has attended. 
Lest there should be anything in this 
sceptical contention it is well to venti- 
late thoroughly the subject of mechani- 


cal signalling devices, which can be 
taken to include: (1) stop lights; and 
(2) traffic indicators. On stop lights 
there seems to be general agreement 
in most countries as to their desirable 
form and specification, and there is 
little that need be said about them. As 
a matter of detail it may, perhaps, be 
observed that too often a stop light no 
longer functions, but this is usually 
because of neglect on the part of the 
car owner. After all, if a switch be- 
comes defective or out of adjustment, 
or if a bulb burns out, it is simple 
enough to seek the appropriate remedy. 
In its most modern form the stop-light 
switch is operated by the pressure in 
the hydraulic brake pipe line and is 
very free from trouble. 

Direction indicators fall mainly into

two classes, the semaphore or moving- 
arm type, such as the Lucas Trafficator 
so widely used in this country, and the 
flashing light type—known as flashers 
or winkers—found on American cars 
and also popular on the Continent. 
Before going into the pros and cons of 
the two systems, however, let us define 
exactly what we require of them. 

1. They should give a clear indi- 
cation to other road users of an in- 
tended deviation to left or right, 
therefore they must be so designed 
and mounted that they are readily 
visible both in daylight and at night 

2. They should be reliable, which - 
may be taken to include reasonable 
freedom from accidental damage. 

3. The driver should know that 
they have responded to his move-

ment for later consideration. The 
moving-arm mechanism has been 
developed over a long period and in 
general it gives a very clear indication 
of the driver’s intention because it

alters the car’s silhouette. Usually it 
can be mounted to be readily visible 
on the average closed car, but this is 
not always so easy to arrange on open 
sports cars. There can, however, exist 
blind spots so that, for example, the 
driver of a following car, if rather over 
to the left, may not see the right-hand 
indicator of the car he is following. 

With regard to reliability, the sema- 
phore is satisfactory if,it is properly 
fitted in the first place and if it is given 
the occasional attention it needs. With 
this statement many may disagree, but 
they should ask themselves if they are 
not guilty of neglect. Cases of mech- 
anical or electrical failure are few. 

The semaphore is reasonably robust, 
but it should not be expected to with- 
stand, for example, a blow from the arm 
of a cyclist edging by in the gutter as 
ohe is waiting to make a left turn at 
traffic lights, as once happened to a car 

was driving. Even this can be 
guarded against to some extent, for 
there is a C.A.V. indicator for heavy 
vehicles, which has the arm divided and 
hinged, so that the outer half can 
“give” if it meets an obstruction. Nor 
should the semaphore be expected to 
withstand a high relative wind speed. 
It should not be necessary or desir- 
able to signal a change of direction if 
one is travelling at really high speed, 
although the operating switch might, 


of course, be operated accidentally. 
Should damage result in an extreme 
case it should, I contend, be regarded 
as accidental. 

Now for the flashing system, usually 
consisting of two white or amber lights 
at the front and two red or amber ones 
at the rear. These may be combined 
with the existing side and tail lamps, 
or may be separate lamps faired into 
the panelling of the body or perhaps 
mounted in the bumper over-riders. 
An alternative on smaller cars is a single 
amber light at each side at about the 
mid-point of the cantrail. The sudden 
appearance of a flashing light certainly 
attracts attention readily, and although 
“winkers” are set lower than sema- 
phores they can hardly escape being 
seen, provided the following driver is 
not so close that his view is obstructed 
by his own car’s bonnet. 


Faults in Flashers 


Criticisms sometimes made are that 
the front winkers cannot always be 
easily distinguished at night when the 
side lights are on, that they can be 
obscured by snow or mud, and that 
signals cannot be seen from a car along- 
side, as may happen in traffic driving. 

Reliability of winkers is largely a 
matter of the reliability of their bulbs. 
Freedom from accidental damage is of 
a high order, even if the winkers are 
incorporated in the bumpers, because 
except in the U.S. it is not habitual to 
bump other cars or obstructions, But 
winkers cannot be expected to be any 
more indestructible than moving arms. 

We now come to the third condition, 
that the driver should know that the 
indicators have responded to his 
movement of the contro! switch and 
have been cancelled as he has resumed 
a straight path. With the semaphore 
the driver should know by sound if 
the arm has responded to the switch. 
There is a definite and audible “ click” 
from the mechanism. If he fails to 
notice this it usually requires only a 
slight turn of the head for him to catch 
the amber glow out of the corner of his 
eye. At one time two tiny mirrors 
were fitted in the roof peak to give a 
reflection of the signal arms, but these 
have fallen out of use. They not only 
allowed the driver to see that the sema- 
phore had responded to the switch, but 
also that it was still extended if the 
cancelling device had not worked, 

The self-cancelling switch is ob- 
viously not always entirely satisfactory. 
Too often one sees a car proceeding 
with an indicator still projecting. For 
the self-cancelling mechanism to oper- 
ate it is necessary for the steering wheel 
to be given a certain minimum degree 
of movement, and when only a slight 
deviation is made the wheel move- 
ment may be insufficient to actuate the 
self-cancelling device. 

There is, of course, the time-element 
switch, which remains in the position 
to which it is turned for a given num- 
oer of seconds, and which then cancels 
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the signal. This was very popular in 
rmany before the war and it is still 

manufactured in this country and is 

specified on a few British cars. 

With winkers it is necessary to have 
an indicator in order that the driver 
may know that the signal is being given 
and that there has been no failure of a 
bulb. or of the circuit. This compli- 
cates the wiring considerably, and there 
is a further complication if it is de- 
sired to avoid separate indicator lamps 
and to use the stop lamps for the dual 
purpose. A special double relay switch 
must be used to interrupt the feed from 
the stop-lamp switch. rwise, if the 
brake were applied, as is frequently 
necessary when about to make a turn, 
the indicator lamp would receive a 
steady current through the stop-lamp 
switch and would cease to flash. 

These complications involve the 
question of cost. Whatever type of 
flashing circuit be used, either four 
separate lamps, or existing stop lamps 
in conjunction with the relay interrupter 
switch, or lamps containing two separ- 
ate bulbs or bulbs with two filaments, 
there is considerable extra wiring. In- 
deed, the total length of wiring on the 
car may be increased by as much as 40 
per cent, and there is also the cost of 
the winker unit and relay switch to be 
considered, so that it has been esti- 
mated that winkers may cost 20 per cent 
more than semaphores. 

The flashing unit itself is simple, and 
it is virtually a hot-wire circuit. Cur- 
rent passing through it heats a wire 
which accordingly bends and _ inter- 
rupts the circuit. As the wire cools it 
restores contact and the cycle is 
repeated. The flasher lamp must be 
photometrically effective and in the 
U.S. they have to conform to a speci- 
fication laid down by the S.A.E. 

Besides the semaphore and flasher 
systems there are, of course, others 
such as illuminated arrows in glass 
panels, to be seen sometimes at the 
back of coaches, or a roof-mounted 
device of signalling lamps which seems 
to have an advantage from the point of 
view of visibility but is hardly likely to 
be popular from esthetic considera- 
tions. There is also the type of sema- 
phore to be seen on large Continental 
transport vehicles, an illuminated arm 
about 18in long waving slowly up and 
down. 

As to whether the semaphore or the 
winker is to be preferred, personal ex- 
perience on the Continent suggests that 
both are satisfactory if properly main- 
tained, giving clear, unmistakable 
signals so that one may manceuvre in 
confidence. Neither system is perfect, 
because blind spots do exist in both, 
varying according to the body design 
of the car to which they are fitted. In 
countries where both systems exist side 
by side one finds champions who hotly 
maintain the advantages of either 
system against the other, a fact which 
itself suggests that familiarity with one 
or the ‘other plays a considerable part 
in the views expressed

ENCOMPASSED 


Excessive Correction Affects Accuracy 


[63981.}—The comparison of an aircraft with a car is not to 
be allowed, when one is primarily constructed of steel and the 
other of aluminium and its alloys. This makes a considerable 
difference to the compass correction which has to be made. 
Mr. J. V. C. Fisher [63918] must know that the ideal magnetic 
compass is one that is not deflected by any influence other 
than that of the natural magnetic influence of the earth, and that 
when the compass is placed in close proximity to other magnetic 
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continued 


influences correction becomes necessary; and that the more 
correction that is made the less effective and positive 
the operation of the compass. 

A simple example of this soon comes to mind, namely, that 
of the effect of the counter-measures adopted against magnetic 
mines during the war—‘ degaussing,” as it was called—com- 
bined with the fitting of heavy steel armaments. These forced 
shipowners to fit (at great expense) gyroscopic (non-magnetic) 
compasses to their ships because the magnetic compasses they 
fitted became so unsatisfactory 

I submit that the fitting of a magnetic compass to what is 
probably (in most vehicles) a steel transverse member (i.c., the 
facia) brings problems of correction which involve greater 
counter-measures than are practical to leave the compass with 
its natural magnetic tendency. 

Further, the wise navigator (whether he flies a plane or sails 
the sea) is constantly checking the accuracy of his instruments, 
and, however well they may have been adjusted in the first 
place, it is quite surprising the change that takes place in quite 
a short time. Good luck to Captain Evans [63863] and thanks 
for his very sound advice to the “ Encompassed Motorists.”

DILEMMA 
“ Drunk in Charge of a Car” 


[63982.}—Although I agree that the heavy sentences now being 
imposed on motorists found guilty of being drunk while in 
charge of a car are necessary, I do feel that these sentences will, 
in many cases, prove to be a two-edged weapon. 

If, after dining and wining over-well, an owner finds on his 
way home that his driving is not up to —— it is no good 
parking the car and “sleeping it off” in the back seat. A 
constable may discover him and haul him \ Likewise, if he 
parks the car, gets out and locks it and sits by the side of the 
road, he can still be caught. 

Two courses are open to him. First he can park the car and 
carry on by public transport or, second, continue to drive and 
take a chance. I fear that many drivers are forced by their 
awareness of the law to take the latter course. 

I feel that “ being in charge of a car” is one of those delight- 
fully worded legal expressions which make the offender guilty 
by their sheer vagueness. 

If a motorist is driving of att ing to drive a car when 
drunk then he should be sentenced wn noe EF But if he shows 
sufficient sense to park the car and leave the driving seat then 
I think that he should not be prosecuted. 

When does a driver cease to be in charge of a car? Drivers 
have been found guilty when the-car has been correctly parked 
and they have been sitting 20 yards away. If 20 yards 4 ~ not 
20 miles? What is to stop a man from being prosecuted for 
being drunk in charge of a car when he is safely tucked up in 
bed in a hotel and his car is parked in the road outside ?

THE REBORE DEBATE 
Cost Saving Does Not Justify Half Measures 


[63983.}—Surely a most important consideration has been 
omitted from the rebore or not to rebore controversy which 
Mr. Houlding’s article has inspired? I refer to comparative 
costs, and would like to add the following points. 

The labour and material charges for dismantling, examining 
and rebuilding an engine with any new parts considered neces- 

sary are approximately the same, whether it is rebored or not, 
and the only saving shown by Mr. Houlding’s method is the 
cost of reboring the cylinders, in normal circumstances a matter 
of shillings. Granted that some engines may need sleeving, but 
from experience I would not put the number so concerned at 
more than one in ten; in other words, the problem of sleeves 
need not cloud the broader issues under review. 

Mr. Houlding is quite entitled to experiment on his own 
engine and those of his friends who subscribe to his views, but 
is a garage entitled to experiment with a customer's car without 
being able to show any effective saving in repair cost? A re’ 
engine of the popular light car type could be guaranteed for, say, 
25-30,000 miles, whereas on a similar car new pistons and ring: 
would probably serve for only 10-15,000 miles, this latter 
estimate being much more liable to downward than upward 
varianon. No garage operating in the customer's interests— 
and in spite of your contributors’ cynicism on the subject the 
majority do—could conscientiously recommend an initial saving 
of approximately thirty shillings in an expenditure on the top

The Report of a “ Satisfied User " 


[63984.)—Mr. Bert Houlding Jnr. certainly made some very 
controversial statements in his article, and the letters since pub- 
lished in your columns show that a veritable wave of reaction 
has set in all over the country. I have found myself hotly 
defending his views with many of my motoring friends, and now 
feel sufficiently moved to write to you and—as it were—back up 
the idea of engine rejuvenation without necessarily a costly 
rebore. 

My own engine, a 32 h.p. Mercury V-eight, developed chronic 
knocking from the big ends, loss of oil pressure and a tremendous 
thirst for oil (two hundred miles per gallon). I decided it was 
time for action and, armed with a much-thumbed and under- 
lined copy of The Autocar containing Mr. Houlding’s article, 
I approached my usual garage. The heated arguments that 
ensued are better left to the imagination, but the outcome was 
that the proprietor (a very helpful and knowledgeable type) agreed 
to my proposals of stripping the engine with a view to curing 
the oil burning and so on. 

We eventually found that the crankshaft needed regrinding, 
the bores were worn but not scored or badly oval, the pistons 
were in good shape but the rings were bad. 

After much more anxious debate, the crankshaft was ground, 
new bearings were fitted, and new piston rings with the addition 
of Wellworthy Duafiex rings, the engine was thoroughly cleaned 
off, valves were reground and the so-called half-completed over- 
haul reassembled with plenty of graphite. 

The results, now the car is run in, are beyond my wildest 
dreams—oil consumption nil, very good compression, and, in 
fact, the engine was exactly like a new one. I have definitely 
saved twenty-five pounds on the overhaul 

One word is due, I think, in support of the “ anti-bodgers "— 
it is most essential, in my opinion, that each engine overhaul 
should be viewed very much as an individual problem and the 
owner should work in very close co-operation with his garage. 
Also the owner should not suppose that in every case it is 
possible to rejuvenate an engine without a rebore.

CAR WASHING 


Special Apparatus Costs Money 


[63985.}—Both Mr. J. B. Bowers and Mr. C. Lister in their 
letters [63972 and 63973] in thé January 25 issue concerning 
this subject are highly critical about my procedure in giving a 
car a good wash down 

They will not, of course, be aware that if I had thought it 
necessary to mention these new appliances and materials to 
accelerate the work I would have done so. But I did not 
make any such references because the routine I gave for 
washing a car was to aid the thousands of ordinary car owners, 
who, despite my correspondents’ criticisms and suggestions, 
still have to get along with a hose, sponge, leather and cleaning 
material—and a box upon which to stand. 

I would be the last to deny the convenience and efficiency 
of modern apparatus and super-cleaners, if car owners have 
access to them or can afford their purchase. Chauffeurs and 
garage washers and other people in the trade, of course, use 
every device available to shorten time on the work, but no 
one would expect every car owner to emulate their performance 
or to worry so much about the speed of the job. 

My. Bowers remarks that a car can be washed in 20 minutes 
with the aid of certain proprietary brushes and detergent

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shampoos. Does he seriously suggest that the whole of the 
car will then be completely cleaned and the interior dusted 
out, in that space of time by an average owner—even should 
the car be caked with dried mud? Opinions differ greatly as to 
what constitutes a clean car—or what is a passable job. 

Mr. Lister says that two hours is quite unnecessary and 
that my procedure is laborious and out of date. He fails to 
realise that many people like to take their time over cleaning 
a car properly, while the procedure is neither laborious nor 
antiquated if ordinary methods are used 

Furthermore, if a hose is used at any time, gum boots and 
some clothing protection are necessary (not a boiler suit, as 
Mr. Lister erroneously quotes).

On a recent trip to the Victoria Falls I covered 600 miles in one 
day, and averaged 56 miles to the gallon at a constant 50-55 
m.p.h. 
Up to the present the car has had nothing mechanically 
wrong and has never been rebored or decarbonized. The engine 
is still remarkably strong. It has climbed all the highest passes 
in Rhodesia and the Zambesi Escarpment without trouble and 
has also towed a small one-berth cdravan, which it took up the 
highest hill in Salisbury in second gear. I think this is excellent 
for such a small car P. E. Harvry.

use of the car and is, therefore, in any case 
not a ground for income tax relief 

If the mileage allowance really does not 
cover the cost including depreciation, and 
so on of business running, you should 
claim a higher mileage rate

T HE principal reason for the use of 
chain drive on some of the large rac- 

ing cars during the early 1930s was to 
eliminate the torque reaction of the engine 
on the rear axle 

With a normal propeller shaft and bevel 
gear drive, the application of a large driv- 
ing torque tends to lift one end of the 
rear axle and promote wheelspin on that 
side. Modern design overcomes this ten- 
dency by the use of independent rear sus- 
pension, or a rear axle of the De Dion 
type, for example 


With regard to the Trojan car and 
various commercial vehicles, the answer 
is probably one of cost of manufacture 
The easy availability in modern times of 
proprietary ready-made axle units has 
tended to discourage manufacturers from 
producing their own individual layouts.

tween the front and rear axles (as distinct 
from the differentials actually fitted in the 
axles If this is the case the vehicle 


should not be used in the four-wheel drive 
position except when it is traversing soft 
ground, as there will be a tendency for 
wind-up in the shafts to overstress some 
of the components. This may, in fact, 
be the cause of the curious sound that you 
can hear.
